FIGHT WHTH FIRE | 
AND OYNAMITE 


Both Weapons Are Used By 
Mexic Rebels Against Town, 


Mex- 
ico City, Completely De- 
stroyed by Zapatista’s Fol- 
lowers---Fearful Outrages 
on Women and Children. 


Mexico City, October 24.—The town 
of Milpa Alta, in the federal district 
and within thirty miles of the capital, 
was almost totally destroyed last night 
by fire and dynamite by Zapatistas, 
who today fought what appears to- 
night to have been a drawn battle 
with federal troops lasting for more 
than five hours on a ‘mountain road 
a short distancé from the ruined town, 

The insurrectos returned the fire of 
the government troops for shot 
and are said to be now occupying the 
village of Nativas, only two miles from 
Xochimilco. Fearing an attack, the 
residents of the latter town, the source 
of the capital's water supply, are in 
a state of terror. 

Wreaked Vengeance. 

The Zapatistas, who entered Milpa 
Alta at 10 o'clock last night, were a 
detachment of the  insurrectionary 
arfiy which yesterday threatened to 
attack Chalto, in the state of Mexico, 
Finding this town better guarded than 
it had been for some days, they made 
a detour, wreaking their vengeance 
upon the little town In the federal dis- 
trict, numbering some 7,000 inhabi- 
tants. Guarded by only eight police- 
men, absolutely no resistance was! 
made. Frightened by the attack, the) 
little municipal guard led the flight 
which was joined in by a large num- 
ber of the residents.

Steve Harnesberger, Who Kill- 
ed Lincoln County Warden, 
Surrenders to Sheriff.

week in regard to the intention of 
Steve Harnesberger, slayer of G. T. 
Parks, in Lincoln county, on the night 
of August 19, to come out of hiding 
was verified this morning when he 
voluntarily surrendered himself 
Sheriff Gus Wright, of Lincoln county. 

Although there was a reward of $100 
offered for his arrest immediately fol- 
lowing the Saturday night tragedy at 
a fish fry in Lincoln county, near Lis- 
bon, Harnesberger had not been ap- 
prehended. It was generally reported 
that he had not gone beyond the 
bounds of Lincoln county, but was be- 
ing shielded by relatives in the county, 
who had gone vigorously to work in 
the young man’s behalf. It was on 
the advice of his relatives, after inves- 
|tigating the circumstances surround- 
‘ing the quarrel that Harnesberger 
agreed to give himself up to the 
Sheriff during the current term of the 
Lincoln superior court, over which 
Judge B. F. Walker, of Gibson, is pre- 
siding. 

It is the general belief that the trial 
of Steve Harnesberger on the 
| of murder will occur at the 
term of court, and when it does, 
whether now or later, it is intimated 
that there will be some rather sensa- 
tional developments in connection with 
the case, which will involve some of 
the officials of the county. 

Friends of Harnesberger have been 
at work on the case for several weeks, 
and that they feel fully prepared to 
meet the exigencies of the case is 
evidenced by Harnesberger’s surrender 
this morning.

HOLD MEETING IN ATHENS 


Athens, Ga., October 24,.—(Special.)— 
Between 18,000 and 20,000 farmers in 
Georgia, scattered in nearly every sec- 
tion of the state, are represented here 
today in the four days’ meeting of the 
extension work demonstrators of (eor- 
gia—about eighty-five of these educa- 
tional officials of the government, be- 
ing present. 

In addition to Dr. A. M. Soule, pres- 
ident, and the other members of the 
State College of Agriculture faculty, 
prominent in the councils of the ce- 
monstrators are Harvey E. Savely and 
E. Gentry. Mr. Savely is the special 
representative of Mr, Knapp, of the bu- 
reau of plant industry of the United 
States department of agriculture, with 
the “farmers co-operative demonstra- 
tion work’, as his supecial field. Mr. 
Gentry, of Jonesboro, is perhaps the 
best-known expert in Georgia, having 
been in the work ever since he accom- 
panied the late Dr. 8. A. Knapp on his 
trip through the southwest investigat- 
ing the bol] weevil. Hie is the Georgia 
state agent of the demonstration wort. 

In eighty-five counties or more the 
extension work is being carried for- 
ward after this plan: The United 
States government, with the co-opera- 
tion of the State Colleges 
ture, selects an official demonstrator 
for the county—a prominent farmer, 
who has average lind for his commu- 
nity. He is supplied with all the reg- 
ulations and instructions, courses of 
study and experimentation and list of 
bulletins. He canvasses his county 
and secures as large a number of co- 
operators as he can, farmerss who 
will agree to take a fleld or a patch 
of corn or cotton and cultivate it for 
the vear religiously in keeping with 
the ‘instructions of the department, 
and the advice of the state college. Hie

Washington, October 24.--The com- 
merce court today granted the petition 
of the railroads in the Nashville grain 
cases by issuing a temporary injunc- 
tion against the decision of the inter- 
state commerce commission, wherein 


it ordered the roads not to grant re- 
shipment privileges on grain and hay 
at Nashville until rmilar privileges 
are granted to Atlanta, Montgomery 
and other southern cities. 

The commerce court's injunction was 
on ths ground that me Nashville com- 
mercial interests would sustain greater 
injury by the sudden taking away of 
tte privilege of re-brlling and re-ship- 
ping of grain and hay than the ship- 
pers at Atlanta, Columbus, Rome, Ath- 
ens, Macon, Albany and other Geor- 
gia points would sustain by the con- 
tinuance of the Nashville privilege. 
The commission had ordered all raifl- 
roads operating in the southeast to de- 
sist for two years Beginning November 
from giving the Nashville shippers 
these privileegs not given the Georgia 
shippers. The case was taken to the 
commerce court by tne Nashville Grain 
Exchange and Board of Trade and by 
the Louisville and Nasnville and Nash- 
vilie, Chattanooga and St. Louis rail- 
roads. The courts will hear arguments 
before taking final action. 


According to Attorney W. A. Wim- 
bish, counsel for the Georgia shippers 
in the grain case, the order of the com- 
merce court temporarily holding up 
the enforcement of the order of the 
interstate commerce commission does 
not affect the merits of the case at all. 

“I was not surprised at the order,” 
said Mr. Wimbish. “The order issued 
by the interstate commerce commission 
was to have become effective on No- 
vember 1 and I believe and expect that 
the commerce court would suspend it. 
This action does not mean that the 
shippers have lost the case On any 
substantial point. 

“It means merely that the court 
does not propose to let the order go 
into effect without first hearing the 
case on its merits.” 

“In August, 1908, the grain deaiers 

Atlanta, Macon, Columbus, Rome, 
Athens and other Georgia cities filed 
a complaint with the interstate com- 
merce commission asking that what is 
known as the reshipping privilege be 
abolished at Nashville or extended to 
the Georgia cities. 

“In June, 1909, the commission is- 
sued an order declaring the practice 
to be unlawful and directing that it 
be discontinued at Nashville, 

“Shortly thereafter the commission 
suspended this order, pending a gen- 
eral investigation into the legality of 
transit privileges throughout the 
country. 

Subsequently the commission grant- 
ed a rehearing in the Nashville case, 
ang in June, 1911, ordered the practice 
discontinued at Nashville as an unlaw- 
ful discriimnation unless the rail- 
roads would extend the same privilege 
to Atlanta and the other Georgla cities. 
This order was to become effective No- 
vember 1. 

The railroads and the Nashville 
grain interests filed a bill in the com- 
merc® court to suspeng and set aside 
this order of the commission. 

The commerce court today simply 
temporarily restrained this order of 
the commission until the matter could 
be inquired into and the case heard. 
It was not in any sense a decision of 
the case, or of anything affecting the 
merits of the controversy.”
